REMARKS 

Applicant acknowledges receipt of a "Notice of Omitted Item(s) in a 
Nonprovisional Application" mailed October 27, 2004, which notes that Page 54 (only) 
of the specification appears to have been omitted from the application as filed on March 
11, 2004. Applicant accepts the application as deposited in the USPTO. Accordingly, as 
stated in the Notice, Applicant is required to amend the specification to renumber the 
pages consecutively and cancel incomplete sentences caused by the omitted page. The 
Notice also states that the Application should preferably make such corrections by 
preliminary amendment. 

Accordingly, Applicant is requesting entry of an amendment to the specification 
to renumber the pages, particularly, for the specification pages originally numbered 55 
through 63, please renumber these pages 54 through 62. A substitute of the entire written 
specification (including the drawings) is submitted herewith, which shows the 
renumbering of the pages. 

The omitted page included part of originally-filed Claim 69 and the entirety of 
Claims 70-74. In addition to renumbering the pages, Applicant is submitting this 
preliminary amendment to present the omitted claim language, none of which includes 
any new matter.
